DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims 1 9 and 20 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in the paper filed 01 October 2004. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) 
See MPEP§ 821.01. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 22 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim does not 
end in a period. Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings were received on 02 December 2004. These drawings are 
accepted. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 02 December 2004 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mellon 5,890,252 in view of Hoye, 2,734,320. '252 discloses the claimed invention 
except for a second shaft extending perpendicular from the second face coaxial with the 
longitudinal axis of the handle and having a second tip on the second shaft opposite the 
second face.. '320, in a similar tool, teaches providing a second shaft on a body 
opposite the first shaft, figure 1 . It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to 
have provided '252 with a second shaft as taught by '320, figure 1 , for a more versatile 
tool able to work with a variety of workpieces, column 3, lines 33-49. 

7. Claims 3 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mellon 5,890,252 in view of Hoye, 2,734,320 as applied to claims 1 and 10 above, and 
further in view of Greene 3,797,055. '252, figure 1 , appears to show ribs on handle 14, 
but does not discuss them in the disclosure. '055, in a similar tool, teaches providing 
ribs 22 on a handle. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to have 
provided '272 with the ribs of '055, figure 1 , to increase friction between the handle and 
hand of the user enabling rotation of the handle during use, column 2, lines 23-32. 

Allowable Subject Matter ^ 

8. Claims 4, 6, 8, 12, 15, 17, 2<TancL24*are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 3, 1 0 and 14 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
